makes the following Regulations to further amend the 
State Bank of India General Regulations, 1955, namely :— 

CHAPTER I 

Short title and commencement 

1(1) These Regulations may be called the Stale Bank 
of India General Regulations (Amendment) Regulations, 
1994. , , 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force with 
effect from 15th day of October 1993 . 

Substitution of Regulation 2 

2, For Regulation 2 of the State Bank of India General 
Regulations 1955, (hereinafter referred to as the “Princi¬ 
pal Regulations") the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(a) “Act" means the State Bank of India Act, 1955 
(23 of 1955); 

(b) “Executive Committee" means the Executive 
Committee of the Central Board constituted 
under Regulation 46.” 

Substitution of Regulation 4 

3. For Regulation 4 of the Principal Regulations the 
following shall be substituted, namely 

“4(1) subject to the provisions of the Act and these 
regulations and such directions as the Central 
Board may give from time to time, the register 
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of shareholders (hereinafter referred to as “the 
register") kept at the Central OffLe shall be 
maintained by, and be under the control of the 
Centra] Board or its Executive Committee and 
the decision of the Central Board or its Execu¬ 
tive Committee as to whe'her or not a person 
is entitled to be registered as a shareholder in 
respect of any share shall be final. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the 
foregoing provision, the Central Board or its 
Executive Committee shall,' as regards the 
entries in the register under its control have the 
power to examine and pass or refuse to pass 
transfers and transmissions and to anprove or 
refuse to approve transferees of shares and to 
give certificates of shares." 

Amendment of Regulation 6 

4. In Regulation of the Principal Regulations—(A) in 
sub-regulation (1)— 

(a) in the opening portion for the words “principal 
register as well as the branch registers" the word 
"register” shall be substituted; 

(b> for item (il) the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(il) whether the shareholder belongs to either 
of the following category of shareholders 
namely. Reserve Bank or any other residuary 
category;" 

(c) In item (Hi) the words “and the register to 
which” shall be omitted. 

(B) sub-regulation (4) shall be omitted. 

Omission of Regulation 8 

5. Regulation 8 of the principal Regulations shall be 
omitted. 

Amendment of Regulation 9 

6. In Regulation 9 of the principal Regulations— 

(a) in sub-regulation (1) for the words "the principal 
register or any branch register” the words “the 
register" shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (2) for the words “eight Annas” 
the words “rupees two” shall be substituted. 

Amendment of Regulation 10 

7. In Regulation 10 of the principal Regulations— 

(a) In sub-regulation (D— 

(i) after the words “Central Board" the words "or 
its Executive Committee" shall be inserted; 

(ii) for the words “principal register or anv one 
or more of the branch registers” the word “register" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) for sub-regulation (2) the following shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely - 

“(2) A notice of the closing of the register shall 
be published in the Gazette of India and also in 
not less than two daily newspapers having wide 
circulation In India". 

Substitution of Regulation 11 

8. For Regulation 11 of the principal Regulations, the 
following shall be substituted, namely :— 

Form of share certificates add manner of its preparation 

"11. (1) Every share certificate shall be issued in such 
form as mav he snecified bv the Central Roard or its Exe¬ 
cutive Committee from time to time. Each share certificate 
shall bear a distinctive number and denoting the number 
of shares in respect of which it is issued. Every share 
certificate shall bear the name(s) of the shareholder(s). 


(2) Every share certificate may be engraved or litho¬ 
graphed or printed ns the Central Board or its Executive 
Committee may from time to time determine and shall be 
signed on behalf of the bank by two persons duly authoris¬ 
ed by the Bank. Every such signature may either be auto¬ 
graphic or may be effected by a mechanical method.
